LEADERS ATTEMPT TO EMBARRASS 


Tuan Chi-Jui Retains Favor Among 
the Prominent Military Lead­ 
ers of China in Spite 
of Onslaughts. 


Peking, 
Jan. 
29.—Repeated at­ 
tempts recently have been made to 
impeach Premier Tuan Chi-jui and 
the friction has become so serious 
between the parliament 
and 
the 
cabinet 
that 
some 
vital 
change 
seem s imminent. 
Many of the newspapers are pre­ 
dicting that the parliament will be 
disbanded because of its lack of 
accom plishment. 
The hostile crit­ 
icism of parliament has been inten­ 
sified by a pitched battle in which 
the members engaged because of 
controversy over the constitution 
( hairs and ink bottles w’ere utiliz­ 
ed as weapons . Six or seven mem­ 
bers of parliament were badly in­ 
jured in the fight, which resulted in 
the w recking of the interior of one 
of the parliamentary halls. 
I he light was precipitated by a 
very close vote on the section of 
the constitution providing for pro­ 
vincial governments. 
Tile Kuoinin- 
tang, or ultra 
republican 
faction, 
which is seeking to decentralize the 
Peking government, favored the es­ 
tablishment 
of 
provincial govern­ 
ments sim ilar to those the states 
have in America. 
Two votes were 
cast, and it was found that the 
Kuomintang was defeated by a nar­ 
row margin. 
On a recount there 
were found to be more votes than 
members in attendance at the ses­ 
sion, and the result was a general 
scrimmage. 
Leaders of the Kuomintang have 
been doing everything in their pow­ 
er to embarrass Premier Tuan Chi- 
jui, but without great success. The 
premier retains the favor of most 
of the prominent military leaders 
in China, and has been able to with 
stand the repeated 
onslaughts 
of 
his enemies. 
Ile still remains a 
towering figure, although somewhat 
weakened by tho Kuomintang crit 
ieisin in parliament and threatened 
by the ultra republicans in Shang­ 
hai and South China, who are form­ 
ing a new' party in which they hope 
to enlist the Kuomintang and other 
disgruntled factions. 
President Li Yuan-hung has kept 
aloof from the struggle between the 
premier and parliament, but unfor­ 
tunately both parties to this strife 
are very critical of his attitude and 
say he has shown a lack of cour­ 
age. 
Enemies of Premier Tuan Chi-jui 
have not only assailed him through 
parliament, but have endeavored in 
other ways to embarrass the pres­ 
ent government. They are charged 
with having inspired 
the 
French 
boycott in Tien-stin for the purpose 
of showing the weakness 
of 
the 
foreign policy of the present cabi­ 
net. 
Many Chinese 
papers 
also 
charge that the Kuomintang is con­ 
stantly currying favor with Japan, 
seeking to strengthen itself at the 
loss of China’s prestige. 
W hile the struggle is going on be­ 
tween the parliament and the cabi­ 
net in Peking, South China is be­ 
coming very impatient, and there 
are constant rumors of the possible 
secession of all the provinces south 
of the Yang-tse valley in case con­ 
ditions in Peking do not improve 
very speedily. 
The Kuomintang 
criticizes 
the 
cabinet on the ground that it is not 
in reality a responsible cabinet, but 
is m erely a committee dominated 
by Premier Tuan Chi-jui, which is 
not subject to the will of the pres­ 
ident and is not carrying out the 
wishes of the public.

inroads of mines and torpedoes on 
the merchant fleet, Dutch ship own­ 
ers are very prosperous, and high 
dividends may again be expected. 
The .shipping movement at the chief j 
Dutch ports is still only a fraction 
of its normal volume. 
Holland is, 
nevertheless, preparing for a bright­ 
er future. 
A bill has just passed 
the second chamber for the deepen­ 
ing of the waterway leading from 
Rotterdam to the sea, while a mea­ 
sure introduced a day or two ago 
provides, among other extensions 
at Amsterdam, for the construction 
of a new' harbor to meet the de­ 
mand for wharfage 
facilities 
for 
ships of deep draught. 
The mail 
steamship services to and from the 
Netherlands East Indies have now' 
returned to the much shorter route 
through the Suez canal. 
Industry, and economic life gen­ 
erally, 
is 
suffering 
considerably 
from a shortage in the supplies of 
coal and iron from Germany. 
The 
coal scarcity has led to such phe­ 
nomena as the early 
closing 
of 
shops and reduction of their light­ 
ing, a revision of factory hours in 
some places, increased 
gas 
and 
electricity prices, and the cutting 
down of the already reduced rail­ 
road passenger services by 25 per 
cent, 
together 
with a raising of 
fares. 
Meantime, ships have been 
requisitioned to rush coal iii from 
England, and, the Dutch mines are 
being exploited to their utmost ca­ 
pacity. 
Germany is understood 
to 
de­ 
mand the surplus of Holland’s su­ 
gar crop industry. 
Holland is be­ 
tween tw'o stools, for 
what 
Ger­ 
many wants is precisely what Biit- 
ain, the mistress of oversea com­ 
munication, 
does 
not 
want 
the* 
Netherlands 
to 
export. 
The last 
has not yet been heard of the strug­ 
gle over Holland’s fish catches, for 
Germany is now asking the \ mai­ 
den fishermen for the same privi­ 
leges they agreed to 
extend 
to 
Britain, and is meanwhile seizing 
35 per cent of the catches of Dutch 
trawlers that happen to get taken 
into a German port, on Hie ground 
that this portion is 
destined 
for 
England and is 
therefore 
contra­ 
band.
